Professor Claims 
Socrates’ Jail Found

ATHENS, Greece (UPI) — 
An American archeologist 
says he has identified the 
prison 
building 
where 
Socrates drank hemlock and 
died more than 2,000 years 
ago. 
For years, guides have 
labeled a small cave on a hill 
opposite the Acropolis as the 
prison of the ancient philoso­ 
pher. 
But now Eugene Van- 
derpool, retired professor of 
archeology 
at 
Athens’ 
American 
School 
of 
Classical Studies, says a 
stone building discovered 20 
years ago near the city’s 
ancient 
Agora 
— 
or 
marketplace — served as the 
state jail. 
The professor, associated 
with Agora excavations for 
more than 30 years, said a 
rereading of Plato’s account 
of Socrates’s last days, in­ 
cluding details of the prison 
and its furnishings, led to his 
conclusions. 
“ I tried the details of the 
Poros Building and they all 
seemed to work,” he said in 
an interview. 
A popular court con­ 
demned Socrates to death in 
399 B.C. and sentenced him 
to drink 
the poisonous 
hemlock for corrupting the 
young men of Athens with 
his teachings. 
According 
to 
Plato, 


Socrates spent 30 days in 
prison before he drank the 
poison from the fruit of the 
hemlock — an herb of the 
carrot family. 
“The philosopher was fet­ 
tered, but his friends were 
allowed to come and go. He 
was certainly a verv special 
prisoner and his wealthy 
friends were probably able 
to obtain certain amenities 
for him, like a couch and a 
stool,” Vanderpool said. 
One cell was turned into a 
bathroom with a basin sunk 
into the floor. Another large 
vessel near the center of the 
room was for fresh water. 
“Plato says that Socrates 
interrupted the conversation 
with his friends shortly 
before the end, saying he 
would take a bath so his 
corpse would not have to be 
washed for burial later. 
“ He left the room and 
returned shortly before 
sunset, the appointed time of 
execution,” the professor 
said. 
In 
an 
annex 
of 
the 


building, a group of 13 small 
vases — a type usually 
called medicine pots — was 
found at the bottom of ft 
cistern. 
m 
“This was a remarkable 
concentration and I wonder 
if these pots did not contain 
hemlock, with each pot a 
single dose of tile drug.” 
The final clue, Vanderpool 
said, is a marble statuette 
found in debris from the 
Hellenistic period when the 
building was destroyed. It 
shows Socrates, a bearded 
man, bare-chested, wearing 
a cloak thrown over one 
shoulder. 
“What it was doing in the 
offices of the state prison we 
can only guess. But we may 
recall that the Athenians 
soon repented of having put 
Socrates to death. They 
punished his accusers and 
later erected a statue to him. 
“Perhaps a prison official 
thought it was appropriate to 
have a small replica of the 
statue in the place where 
Socrates was executed.” 
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Funeral services were 
held Wednesday at 2 p.m. in 
the 
Horn-Harris-Crouch 
Funeral Home for Mrs.

“ The Republicans are 
going all out to pass this bill, 
with President Ford leading 
the way,” said Congressman 
Collins. “The issue is so 
important to Texas that both 
John Tower and I were 
sitting in.” 
The President put strong 
pressure on all Republicans 
to back the bill, which is also 
endorsed by industry and 
agriculture 
across 
the 
nation.

“Only 20 percent of the 
final price of gas to the 
customer is the wellhead 
price,” he stated “Eighty 
percent of the price is in­ 
volved in 
pipeline and 
distribution costs. Since 
deregulation affects only the 
wellhead price, the cost 
increases of deregulation 
are not nearly so great as 
some of our opponents would 
have us believe. 
“Secondly,” Congressman 
Collins continued, “ only 
about seven percent of the 
total production of natural 
gas would come up for 
deregulation every year. 
This applies to so-called 
‘new gas’ not covered by old 
existing gas contracts. Many 
contracts will be in effect for 
the next 15 years, so it is 
clear that the process of 
deregulation will be gradual 
and easily absorbed by the 
economy.” he added.

estimated that deregulation 
would cost the American 
household an average of 50 
cents more per week. He 
said this amount was cer­ 
tainly less than what in­ 
creased fuel imports would 
eventually cost the con­ 
sumer.

J ^)EAR JEAN — You are certainly a wise young lady 
to be looking ahead. If the prices of old and not so old 
dolls continue to soar as they have in the past few years 
you may have some of real value. I know of nothing for 
doll batteries specifically, hut to remove corrosion from 
automobile batteries, some use one tablespoon baking 
soda in a quart of water. Paint with this solution, rinse, 
dry and coat with petroleum jelly. Perhaps a doll collec­ 
tor will have something further to offer.

DEAR POLLY — To prevent mildew along the lower edges 
of a shower curtain, I put the bottom of the curtain in a pan of 
bleach water.

It happens all too often. 
You travel halfway across 
America on vacation and 
someone hits you with the 
inevitable question: “Gee, 
I’ve heard so much about 
Platt National Park (or 
some other attraction right 
around your home). What’s 
it really like?” 
And you sheepishly admit 
that, although you’ve lived 
close by for years, you’ve 
never seen it. 
We all really intend to see 
the local attraction, and by 
golly, one of these days we 
will. But when vacation time 
rolls around, we fill up the 
gasoline tank (again and 
again) and are off to those 
faraway places that seem so 
exotic. After all, we can get 
over to the local attraction 
any weekend. 
Maybe 1976—the Bicen­ 
tennial year—would be a 
good time for us all to do a 
little exploring in our own 
backyard. There is no place 
in America that is not rich in 
enjoyable vacation spots. 
And if you don’t believe 
me, check the National Park 
Service areas around Dallas- 
Fort Worth. 
There are 
several of them within a 300- 
mile radius, just a tankful of 
gasoline or so away. 
This is the first of a series 


of articles that will talk 
about these areas—which 
are a little different from 
other parks. How? They 
possess values that your 
Congress—or 
sometimes 
your president—has decided 
should be preserved forever. 
For you, your children, your 
grandchildren. 
These areas have been 
deem ed 
“ n a tion ally 
significant” because of their 
natural, historical, cultural 
or recreational value. 
Nationwide 
there 
are 
nearly 300 areas in the 
National Park System—and 
each is different. They were 
preserved because they are, 
as one guideline for ad­ 
mission 
puts 
it, 
“out­ 
standingly 
superior 
to 
average examples of their 
several types.” 
Some of these parks are 
vast—you could spend your 
entire two weeks vacation in 
some and not see all the 
splendor. Others are small— 
perfect for a picnic lunch 
and perhaps an afternoon 
stroll—but certainly not the 
kind of place that you’d plan 
a vacation around. 
Some are overcrowded. 
They are being loved to 
death 
by 
the 
public, 
especially at certain times of 
the year, and the very values 


that made them significant 
are endangered by over­ 
visitation. 
Some are undercrowded 
because they are off the 
Interstate, because they 
appeal more to certain in­ 
terest groups (archeologists, 
Southwest history buffs, 
birdwatchers) or because 
they just haven’t been 
discovered yet. 
Some parks have cam­ 
pgrounds. 
Some 
have 
fishing. Some have campfire 
programs. Some have back­ 
country 
trails, 
cliffs, 
waterfalls, 
rattlesnakes, 
ruins, 
extreme 
tem­ 
p e r a t u r e s , 
e x t r e m e 
elevations. 
The purpose of these ar­ 
ticles is to help you discover 
which parks have what and 
where. 
If 
you 
learn 
something about the park 
before you arrive, you can 
take better advantage of the 
resources and hqve a hap­ 
pier visit. 
If you are planning a 
vacation right around home, 
you can write the National 
Park Service, P.O. Box 728, 
Room M-7, Santa Fe, N M. 
87501 and you’ll be sent a trip 
planning brochure on those 
parks within a 300-mile 
radius of the Dallas-Fort 
Worth metropolitan area.

miniature television camera 
to scan printed images and 
converts them to tactile pat­ 
terns which may be read 
with the user’s index finger. 
“The machine can be used 


on type up to two inches tall 
or as small as agate — the 
size 
used 
by 
most 
newspapers for printing 
legal notices,” says Geneva 
Adams, 
a 
Texas 
Tech 
librarian trained as an in­ 
structor for the special 
equipment. 
Since completion of her 
training two years ago, Mrs. 
Adams 
has 
taught 
12 
students to use the machine. 
“ I 
contacted 
the 
manufacturer after learning 
about the machine, and after 
a demonstration I decided to 
purchase one,” Miss Kim­ 
brough said. 
“I have learned to read 20 
words per minute, and with 
more practice I’m told I will 
be able to increase my 
speed,” she said. 
Miss Kimbrough operates 
a photographic service booth 
in Abilene. With her new 
machine she will be able to 
read checks, catalogs, labels 
and telephone directories. 
“Just about any printed 
matter will be accessible to 
her now for leisure reading,” 
Mrs. Adams said. “ She 
already read braille and 
used a typewriter. Now ‘hat 
she can read, there are just 
no limits for her.”

Plano Sports Authority is the main reason I moved my 
family to Plano in May of 1972. We had checked out other 
areas and chose Plano because of the location and a good, 
growing youth program under the Parks and Recreation 
Department and PSA. We found a group of people working 
together with (me purpose in mind and that was to offer 
youth a well rounded sports program. 
In January 1973,1 was appointed soccer commissioner of 
PSA and was approved by the PSA Executive Board later 
that month. We started soccer with five members of the 
sports board and ll coaches, eight (rf which had never seen a 
soccer ball and had no idea how the game was played. But 
they had a lot of heart—950 boys and girls, 72 more coaches, 
40 officials, and ll games later, we ended our first soccer 
season with a bang. 
In December of 1973, I was elected president of Plano 
Sports Authority, along with six other members of the 
executive board. PSA was formed in 1970, with 463 kids, and 
had grown to over 1,450 in 1973. After a fire destroyed all the 
sports equipment in an old rented warehouse, it was time to 
plan fa* one of our own. In early 1974 we started our present 
warehouse adjoining the PARD Building. It was to be paid 
out in five years at approximately $80 per month. We had 
been paying $150 a month rent for a building where our 
equipment got wet and was carried off by varmints. 
By mid 1974 we were looking at over 3,600 boys and girls 
ply vim; PSA sports. Help was needed in a full time director, 
one person that could spend his full time working with die 
sports boards and executive board. It was to a point that PSA 
members were spending over 25 hours per week and you 
cannot expect & volunteer to do this end still hold his refuter

Next came an office, a central meeting place with all 
recon* at one location and not in seven or eight homes and 
never being able to find anything. Plus one big factory - a 
central location for persons seeking information about a

sDort PSA, games, tieids, coacnes or any of IOO questions. 
Believe it or not, I have had as many as 80 calls at the office 
and the home in one day - not counting people that couldn t 
get through. So much for ’74. 
The year 1975 was to be another growing year, with over 
5,000 kids playing football, boys baseball, baskettell gir s 
softball, boys and girls soccer, and cheerleaders. PSA had to 
have a plan and people, and we were able to come up with 
both. Tommy Lasiter joined PSA in mid ’75 as director and is 
doing a fine job. PSA secretary Delores Alexander has taken 
over the office. She has her heart and soul in her job and has 
helped in every possible way. Delores and Tommy work with 
all seven sports boards, the executive board, over 600 
coaches, 5,000 kids, parents and 200 officials. 
Forecasts for 1976 show that ova* 6,200 kids will play one or 
more PSA sports. To handle this many requires planning 
months ahead for uniforms, equipment play^fields, coaches 
and officials. Let’s everyone get behind the kids of P^no by 
working with the coaches and PSA staff. Attend your child s 
coach and parent meetings, work with the sports com­ 
missioner, his board, and attend PSA executive meetings on 
the third Wednesday of each month. Get involved. 
I want to thank all the people that have been involved in 
making PSA work so well. Your Parks and Recreation 
Department, Plano Independent School District, both 
newspapers, com missioners, sports boards, coaches, 
assistants, parents, and many more. Especially your 1976 
PSA Executive Board member*.
